CHINA. 
—~— 
TIENTSIN. 

A northerly storm was experienced -at this port on the night 
of the 23rd Nov., and the thermometer stood at 22 dey. ‘I'he 
lakes on the East and West of the Settlement are partly frozen, 
and ice is floating downtheriver. The Chinese, however, do not 
look for the river being closed up till after the winter solstice — 
22nd Dec. The large body of water round ‘lientsin has clearly 
changed the weather, made it much milder. Li Hungchanz, the 
Viceroy, has not reached Paouting on his tour of inspection in tho 
south and west of this province. It is said by the Chinese officials 
that he will remain at Paouting till the first moon of next year, 
when he will proceed on to Peking, to have an audience of the 
Emperor. Sixty regiments, numbering 30,000 soldiers, have left 
this province for the scat of war in Kansuh provinee.

A farewell dinner has been given at the Tientsin Club to Mr. 
J. Hanna, on his departure for England. Mr. Hanna is one of 
the oldest and most respected residents. Mr. J. Mongan, H.B.M.’s 
Consul, took the chair, and in a feeling speech proposed Mr. 
Hanna’s health, which was very cordially responded to by all pre- 
sent, and a hearty wish was expressed that he would soon return 





SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 6th Dec. The P. 
and O. mail from London, Oct. 18, arrived out on the 3rd 
December. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— 

The steamer Chieftain, late H.M.S. Afutine, has been transferred 
from the British to the United States flag, having been sold for, 
it is said, Tis. 26,500. 

It is reported that the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company have added to their fleet the steamer Daybreak, now 
building athome. The Daybreak is to be a vessel of 18,000 piculs 
capacity, which she is to carry on a draught of 14 feet, and is to 
steam, when deep laden, 10} knots an hour. The price is stated as 
Tis. 100,000. 

We learn that the steamer Nanzing has been kept up north for 
the purpose of lightering the larger and heavier draught steamers 
of her line, they having lately taken up very heavy cargoes. The 
Appin is making another attempt to reach Tientsin. Should she 
succeed, she wil] have the honour of being the first steamer there 
last spring, and the last this winter : and she has also made more 
trips this year between Shanghai and Tientsin than any other 
steamer on that line. We observe that no more steamers are now 
on the berth for Tientsin, and therefore we may consider that 
port closed for the winter. 

The Menelaus, which sailed on the 5th Dec. for London, via 
Foochow, is another remarkable instance of the quick despatch 
which steamers of the 0.8.8. line receive at Shanghai. She 
arrived here on the 29th of November, since which time she has 
discharged over 1,500 tons of general cargo, and taken in a con- 
siderable quantity for London. Whilst mentioning this fact, it 
reminds us that the passage of the Elizibeth Grahium, just ar- 
rived from London, is also worth noticing, she having occupied 
exactly one day over the half-year in her passage from port to 
port, seventy-six days of which were passed in the China Seas. 

At a regular meeting of the Royal Sussex Lodge, No. 501, held 
at the new Masonic Hall, the following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year, viz.: Brother Stent, W. M., Brother Johnsford, 
Treasurer, and Brother Hore 'I'yler. After the election, Brother 
O’Hara proposed and Brother Harvey seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the retiring officers, who had officiated during the past year, 
which was unanimously carried. 

The preliminary meeting of the Co-operative Association of 
China has been held at the Club, and was attended by a large 
number of subscribers. A resolution to the effect that immediate 
steps be taken to consolidate the Association and to commence 
business was adopted, and to this end a provisional board of 
directors, consisting of three members, viz.: Messrs. Purdon, 
White and P. Maclean, was approved and appointed. The capital 
of the Association is to be Tis. 25,000 instead of Ts, 12,500, the 
original idea, The direction was authorised to bring the affairs 
of the Association before the public. 

W. H. Medhurst, Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul at Shanghai, returned 
by the last French mail after an absence of some eightcen months. 
We are sure the community have only only one regret, that Mr. 
Medhurst does not resume his post with the added influence and 
dignity of Consul-General. We understand that Herr Annecke, 
who was recently relieved at Peking as Chargé d’Affaires, by 
Baron Rehfues, H.I.G.M.’s Minister, leaves by the next American 
mail, for home, and that Herr Luders, Consul for Germany at 
Canton, will take charge of the Consulate at Shanghai. 

The Shanghai Bar has, by recent arrivals, been materially re- 
cruited. Mr. Rennie, who has lately been home, returned by the 
French mail, bringing with him Mr. H. Brougham Miller, a re- 
lative of the great lawyer deceased, as partner; and by the 
Drummond Castle Mr. Lichfield, barrister-at law, arrived to cast 
his lot amongst his learned friends in this place. This reinforce- 
ment will shortly be augmented by the jreturn of Mr. Robinson, 
who, we believe, is now on his way to Shanghai. Mr. Bird, we 
ni to hear, is still in uncertain health; and Mr. Harwood 
takes his departure from among us by to-morrow’s mail steamer. 

We learn that the Yangtse-poo-road has now been cut for 

two-and-a-half miles beyond the bridge over that creek, but the 
limited amount which the council has in hand for this special 
object prevents it being continued to completion as rapidly as 
might be. 
_ Lhe Taoutai has, at the suggestion of the municipal council, 
issued « proclamation azainst the cruel practice of carrying fowls 
and other animals in unnatural positions, when conveying them 
to market, or offering them for sale in the settlements. We un- 
derstand, also, that the council have resolved, with the approval 
of the Consular body, to make it an offence aainst the police re- 
gulations to explode crackers in the public serects on such occa- 
aions as the departure of foreigners from Shanghai. 

The annual parade of the fire brigade has taken plicz, by 
torchlight, and the diyplay was a very effective onc. All the 
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companies, now numbcring ten, took part-N, it, and th ines 
were variously illuminated and decorated, while the bell-tower 
over the Central Police-station was also lighted up, and made the 
centre of a display of rockets. Six of the Chinese guilds sent 
fire coolies, to the number of forty each, uniformed and bearin 
lanterns, and the strength of the turnout altogether reach 
about 700 men. 

The first general meeting of the North China branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society has been held, F. B. Forbes, Esq., Vice- 
President, in the chair, There was a large attendance, including 
several ladies :— 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read and signed, the 
following gentlernen were balloted for, and duly elected resident mem- 
bers of the society :—Sir Edward Hornby, and Messrs. A. Paterson and 
H. P. McClatchie. Mr. Reding proposed, and Mr. Schlik seconded, 
that R. Meadows, Esq., M.D., and W. P. Groeneveldt, Esq., be elected 
resident members. Dr. MacGowan proposed, and Mr.Smith seconded, 
that H. D. Camajee, Esq., be elected a resident member. Mr. Viguier 
proposed, and Mr. Forbes seconded, that M. Francis Garnier (French 
Navy) be elected a resident member. The following books were presented 
to the Society ; “The Hundred-vearg’ Anglo-Chinese Calendar,” by the 
Compiler ; “* Natural History of Hainan,” by R. Swinhoe, Esq. ; “ Notes 
on some Plants from Northern China,” by Dr. H. F. Hance. “ Flores 
Hong Kongensis ” Supplement to Mr. Beutham’s description of the 
Island of Hong Kong, by Dr. H. F. Hance. ‘The Emperor of China’s 
Marriage,’’ by the Authore:s. ‘Two volumes of the Chinese translations 
of the Programme of the Vienna Exhibition 1873, by J. Haas, Esq. A 
suitof Korean shot-proof armour, by J. P. Cowles, Esq. Somespecimens of 
minerals obtained from the hills near Newchwang, from T. B. Rennell, 
Esq. A specimen of the New Catalogue, with introductory observations 
by H. Cordier, Esq., was also handed in. A cordial vote of thanke to 
the several donors was passed. The chairman, then read a translation 
of a paper on “ Notes on the Natural History of Northern and Western 
China,” by Pére Armand David, Miss Lazariste. Some observations 
were made by Dr. Wells Williams and Mr. Kingsmill. A cordial vote 
of thanks was passed to Pere David, and also to the chairman for the 
translation, and the meeting separated. 

The first paper hunt of the scason has come off, and was a very 
pleasant and smartran. The afternoon was charming, the ground 
light but too dusty whereit had recently been broken, and the cotton 
stalksand reeds werestill strong and high. Three severe jumps in suc- 
cession had to be taken, and the first to try them was Comus, who 
took two flying, but stubbornly refused the third and easiest. 
Though he had more than a couple of minutes to spare, he could 
not be worked up to the effort, aud Bigsby on Grand Cordon came 
in first of the light-weights, Low on Sir Launcelot, who carried s 
heavy weight gamely, being close beside. Some half.a-dozen 
more finished successfully, and a few were content to allow their 
tired steeds to come in by the easier way. There was & consider- 
able crowd to see the finish. 

A race was arranged to take place on the 28th Nov., between 
cutters from H.B.M.S. Juno and Curlew. Accordingly the two 
boats made their appearance off the Police hulk, where they 
moored to two buoys, and a gun was fired and a good start 
effected. The Juno's boat took the lead and rounded the Har- 
bourmaster’s hulk about eight or ten lengths ahead of her oppo- 
nent. They had then a long course against an adverse tide, and 
the crew of the Curlew's boat, who appeared to be the least ex- 
hausted, gradually gained on the Jno till, when opposite Pootung 
Church jetty, they were only half a length astern. Just then, 
however, a gun fired from the judge’s boat, and the Juno’s crew 
threw up their oars and were declared winners by the umpire, 
All bets were paid, but a protest was entered against the decision, 
on the ground that the original agreement was that the finish 
should be at the place from whence they started. The difference 
of opinion appears to have been caused by the buoys having 
drifted fully 200 yards from where they were first moored, no 
doubt the result of the chow-chow water in that vicinity. It has 
not been decided whether the protest will hold good, and the race 
be rowed over again. 

The ladies connected with the Shanghai Marine Temperance 
Society have entertained the members and such sailors belonging 
to war vessels in port as felt inclined to accept of the invitation. 
The usual place of meeting, the Chinese chapel, Shantung-road, 
was tastefully draped with the flags of various nations—those of 
England and America occupying places of honour ; apd flowers 
and evergreens were also brought into requisition Ch good 
effect. Quite a banquet was provided by the ladies ; and, to use 
the well-worn phrase, the tables groaned under their loads of 
good things. One hundred and fifteen sailors sat down at the 
tables; and, no doubt to show their appreciation of the hospi- 
tality of the ladies, the honest Jacks did ample justice to the 
feast. After the repast, a public meeting was held, the president, 
Mr. C. P. Blethen, takins the chair. The evening was filled up 
by songs and readings, given by members, and the meeting was 
pronounced by all to be the most pleasant and enthusiastic yet 

eld under similar auspices in Shanghai. The proceedings were 
brought to a close by a vote of thauks—in rhyme—an impromptu 
composition. 

An amusing case has been brought before the Mixed Court. A 
Chinaman had engaged a wheelbarrow, and besides himself had 
deposited on it a package of tobacco he was carrying. When he 
arrived at his destination, he looked round for the package, but it 
was gone, and he therefore sought to make the wheelbarrow man 
responsible forthe logs. The latter admitted that he saw the thief 
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take it from the wheelbarrow, but did not think it wae his busi- 
ness to look after his fare’s property, or to tell him that it was 
being walked off with ; and Chen agreed with him ! 

At the Mixed Court, on the 29th Nov., the men implicated in 
the cutting and theft of the telegraph cable were again brought 
up, before Chen and Mr. J. Haas. Inspector Stripling prosecuted, 
‘and Mr. Dreyer, Manager of the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 

ny, was called to state the amount of the damage done to the 

mpany’s property, which proved to be no less than £2,000. 
Three of the accused, named Cha-a-too, Wang-a-pow and Luh-a-kin, 
were convicted of hering gone down to Woosung with the escaped 
culprit and his wife, and there raising and cutting the cable, for 
which they were sentenced to two months’ canguo at the Police 
Station, and 200 blows. The period for which they had already 
been in custody, some three months, was taken into consideration 
in passing sentence. Two more were ordered one month's cangue 
ant 100 blows each, the evidence only proving their complicity 
and not their actual sharein the depredation. A sixth man, an 
accessory after the fact, received 100 blows at once. The boats 
engaged in the plundering of the cable were also confiscated. 





HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 12th Dec. The outward French mail of 
Oct. 265 arrived the on 5th Dec. 

The Hong Kong Daily Advertiser says that H.M.8. Adventure 
was to leave Hong Kong with the remainder of the 10th Regi- 
ment on the 14th Dec. On the afternoon of the 10th Major 
General Whitfield, attended by Captains O’Shaughnessy and 
Walker, inspected the 80th Regiment, which arrived in Hong Kong 
on the 8th Dec., after which the regiment marched past and went 
through the bayonet exercise. 

A salvaye case has been tried in the Admiralty Court between 
the steamers Kwantung and Douglas, before Chief Justice Smale. 
After hearing the case judgment was reserved. 

A case was also heard before Acting Judge Pauncefote between 
the executors of David Gow and Lee Sing, in reference to marine 
se 57 and 68, After considerable discussion, the Acting Judge 
said :— 

“Tt seems clear to me, therefore, that the Crown should be re- 
presented in these proceedings, and that the Attorney-General is 
@ necessary party to this bill. The demurrer for want of parties 
must therefore be allowed. Under the circumstances of the case, 
no order as to the costs of thisdemurrer will be made until the 
termination of the suit.” 

The Acting Attorney-General, instructed by Messrs. Caldwell 
and Brereton, appeared for the demurrer, the defendant ; and Mr. 
Drummond, instructed by Messrs. Sharp and Toller, appeared for 
the plaintiffs. 

The following is from the Ohina Mail :— 

We have received from Captain 0. F. Demée the following re- 
port of the late cruise of the Chunhoi :—The Chinese gun-vessel 
Chinhoi or Chunhoi, Captain C. F. Demée, left Canton on the 11th 
of July last, for the purpose of cruising in the Gulf of Tongking and 
round Hainan Island, to visit the merchants of those places and 
induce them to consent to pay one-half per cent. of their business 
earnings to defray the expenses of some fifteen junks of war and 
two gun-boats, to destroy the piracy rife in that gulf and in the 
neig bourhood of Hainan Island. The Mandarin in charge of 
the Chunhoi has succeeded in his mission, besides which the 
Chunhot has been very successful in destroying and capturing 
pirate junks, guns, material, etc., having burnt nine junks and 
captured ten of different sizes, two of them being tolerably large 
and well armed. Forty-five pirates were taken in the different 
engagements, and seven were killed on shore. More than two 
huz‘ired pirates got safe to Hainan Island, and thence made their 
escape a few days after by fishing boats, the Chinese authorities 
of the Island having no soldiers at hand to arrest any of them. Of 
the forty-five pirates taken, only twenty wero taken on to Canton; 
the others were delivered up to the Civil Mandarins in Timpo and 
Hamshow, to be jthere tried and executed, under orders from 
Canton. 

The Chunhot, after so long a cruise, is much out of order, her 

vs being damaged, and she had much trouble in making her 
ck to Canton, having a heavy junk in tow, which she was 
obliged to abandon on the way between Nan-chow and Tien-pack. 
The Chunkoi is not well suited for such hard service, being very 
narrow, with her deck only three feet above the level of the water. 
When ina heavy sea her deck is almost under water ; she pos- 
sesses also very poor artillery, viz., four guns of three different 
kinds, and thirty old English muskets. i may be hoped that the 
Chinese authorities will some day understand that they require & 
better guuboat than the Chunhoi with which to operate in the 
Gulf against the pirates, who are becoming more and more 
numerous and daring, constantly attacking and plundering mer- 
chant junks. 

The French corvette Bourayne reports a series of rather lively 
brushes with some pirates in the Gulf of Tonquin. It appears 
that while on her passage up to Hong Kong, and while off the 
coast of Annam, she came across two Chinese juuks, which without 
any provocation opened fire upon the Buurayne, which naturally 
returned the unlooked-for salute with a broadside. Finding that 
they were getting the worst of it, the junks made for the coast, 
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but the Bourayne, ina very few minutes, sent them to the bottom, 
with a large pro; ortion of their crews, Those struggling in the 
water are said to have been shot by the Bourayne’s men, so that 
not a single pirate remained to give any account of their inten- 
tions. 

Shortly afterwards the Bouraynz came across four other junks, 
anchored off a small island at the mouth of a river on the same 
coast. On putting to sea the Bourayne met a seventh pirate, 
which after a severe tussle was also extinguished. The Bowrayne 
cruize will, it would appear, add materially to the safety of the 
Gulf for the safety of native merchant-vessels during the coming 
winter. 

Inspector Horspool has returned from England by the French 
steamer Armuzone, but has brought no new policemen with 

im, 

In the Supreme Court the Hon. the Acting Attorney-General 
moved that Mr. A. P, Handley, a barrister-at-law, should be ad- 
mitted, and placed on the rolls of the Court, to practise as a 
barrister here. The Acting Attorney-General said the papers 
connected with the application—the certificate of call and certi- 
ficate of identity—were in order. His Lordship having satisfied 
himself with regard to the documents admitted Mr. Handley into 
the local bar. 

We note the return, by Pacific Mail steamer, of the Hon. Chief 
Justice Smale, who has spent some time in the United States on 
his passage out from England. 

The Legislative Council met on the 10th Dec. There was con- 
siderable discussion about granting a sum of 35,009 for repairing 
the roof of the Cathedral. The Honourable James Whittall ob- 
jected that the chancel should not have been built while there was 
a likelihood of its being necessary to call for money for extensive 
repairs. He stated he had made special inquiry on the point, and 
had been informed by the trustee who asked for his subscription, 
that-the Cathedral would not require repairing for ten years. 
He therefore opposed all the official members, together with Mr. 
Ball and one non-official member (Mr. Lowcock), being in favour 
of it, Mr. Whittall and Mr, Ryrie voting on the other side. Sun- 
dry small sums voted by the Finance Committee were explained 
to the meeting, and passcd without comment. Mr. Ryrie brought 
forward his motion objecting to the combination of the offices of 
Auditor-General and Colonial Secretary ; but as Mr. Greig, who 
was tosecond it, has since been removed from the Council in favour 
of Mr. Ball, the motion fell to the ground. Four ordinances 
were read for the first time—an ordinance to substitute 
a salary for the Sheriff in place of fees; one, changing the fees 
paid to the emigration officer in Hong Kong under the Ordinance 
of 1870,for voyages of less than thirty days into stamp duties, 
going to the Colonial Treasury ; an Ordinance for preventing the 
sale by Chinese of women to brothels; and an Ordinance placing 
licences for the sale of spirituous liquors on a similar footing to 
that on which they are placed at home. The Council was ad- 
journed sine die, but will meet as soon as possible after the ten 
days which have to elapse between the first and second reading of 
Ordinances. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dec. 12, 1872. 

The week has been exceptionally dull, there not being even 
any scandal to speak of. The Scotch dinner this year was a “ pri- 
vate venture,” much to the disgust of many sons of Caledonia, 
who had looked forward to celebrating St. Andrew’s-dayin the good 
old style, with all the adjuncts of press reporters, dc. The most 
interesting piece of public gossip relates to the very lively discus- 
sion in the Legislative Council regarding the Cathedral roof, 
which is found to be so ant-eaten that it must come off, unless we 
intend to let it come dowo—with a crash. You will get full 
reports, of course, in the papers, but will doubtless observe that 
wonderful care was exercised to avoid saying who was the party 
responsible for adding a bran new chancel to a building that was 
too far gone in the roof to be commonly safe. Why such won- 
derful delicacy should be shown in not saying outright that the 
late Surveyor-General and his staff, almost from top to bottom, 
were careless—pcople don’t quite understand. The only capable 
man we have had in the post for some years is the present occu- 
pant (Lieut. A, B. McHardy, R.E.), and during his short term of 
service as Assistant Surveyor-General he formed an exception to 
the general inefficiency. He is giving great satisfaction at pre- 
sent to both the Government and the public, but will, I hear, 
leave us very shortly, when, as usual, I presume, somebody, who 
has very particularly failed to make his mark elsewhere, will be 
foisted on the long-suffering colony, and will again begin to 
acquire experience at the public cost. The late Surveyor-General, 
Mr. Moorsom, an amiable man, but not very clever, had just 
arrived at a point beyond which every month would improve his 
efficiency. But he had blundered along for two years to reach that 
point, and the colony paid dearly for his mistakes. 

The City [Hall winter lectures have been fairly successful. The 
matter of all was good, but both Mr. Denys (of the Chana Mai’) 
and Dr. Ei:el spoilt theirs slightly by a too hurried telivery. As 

‘they will, I understand, be published, I shall nut enter into 
details at present. 

The weather just at present is glorious. A new sport, by the 

; way, has presented itsclf to ardent sportsmen, certain tizers 
having ravaged the coast of Deep Bay, an inlet sume thirty miles 
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== ; 
from this colony. Several parties have been away “ tiger hunt- 
ing”—one, in particular, neglecting to take with them such 
trifling necessaries as pistols or guns, whereby they ran a good 
chance of being hunted by the tigers instead of reversing the 
process. Punch No. 2 has come out, and is an immense improve- 
ment on No. 1. We can’t quite make out whois concerned in it, 
as, although printed at the China Mail Office, those connected 
with that paper disclaim any control or knowledge of its contents, 
and I know for certain that a clever young resident unconnected 
with the press is the registered publisher. It is, I believe, got up 
by some seven or eight mercantile and professional gentlemen, 
who only care for it to pay expenses. 

We have just learned from Shanghai that Dr. Russell is made 
Bishop of North China. The individual who acts for Reuter at 
your end concluded, I presume, that such a fact had no interest 
for Hong Kong, and in place thereof telegraphs a heap about the 
French Chambers, about which Hong Kong (where there are 
about three French firms altogether) cares as much as it does for 
the proceedings of a Californian mining caucus. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates are to the 19th Dec.; the outward P. and O. mail of 


15th Nov. arrived on 16th Dec. 


His Excellency the Governor left this for Penang in the Pluto, 
and will formally close the Session of the Legislative Council at 
that settlement. We understand his Excellency will also pay a 
visit to the Rajah of Quedah. The Legislative session has been a 
busy one, and some important matters have been disposed of, 
though, judging from the length and vigour of some of the debates, 
there has been also a great deal of time spent in unprofitable 
discussion of small things. 

The debate on the hospitals is of great interest, and shows how 
little importance is attached by Government to the vital question 
of constant medical attendance upon the numerous inmates of the 
pauper and rd a hospitals ; and we doubt if their views will be 
more favourably received by Earl Kimberley, or by our readers at 
home, than they have been by the people of this colony. Now 
that the Government has determined to take over the entire con- 
trol and management of these establishments, it is to be hoped 
that they will ultimately receive a greater share of medical 
attendance than they have hitherto enjoyed. There is work 
enough in Tan Tock Seng’s hospital for at least one talented medi- 
cal practitioner, whereas it formerly only received a hurried visit 
from the doctor, which has, says the Hon. Dr. Little, recently 
been extended to one hour per day. The necessity for a resident 
physician to attend upon three or four hundred diseased men has 
apparently never been recognised by Government. 

A case of considerable importance has been heard in our police- 
court, resulting in the commitment for trial at the next criminal 
session of Captain Barker, of the steamer Bentan, for manslaughter, 
owing to the capsizing of a small schooner, overloaded with pas- 
sengers, which the steamer was towing from Singapore to Penang, 
causing the death of some of the coolies. The steamer was char- 
tered to convey 600 Chinese coolies to Penang, and also to towa 
schooner. The captain had nothing to do with preparing or load- 
ing the schooner, and his share of the business was Fimited to tow- 
ing her. The accident occurred near the North Sands during fine 
weather, and it is thought that it may have been due to the speed 
of the steamer, which caused the schooner to sheer about and 
plunge heavily, taking in water at the bows, until at last she top- 
pled over on her beam ends. If the captain is liable to punlsk- 
ment, so also ought to be those who crammed so many human 
bejngs into a schooner of not more than forty tons, building upon 
her so as to enable her to hold her living freight. The rine 
Court of Inquiry held at Penang into this matter suspended Cap- 
tain Barker's certificate for three years. 

It is notable that Chinese riots usually occur during the ab- 
sence of the Governor from the Settlement. His Excellency is 
at Penang, and there has been a riot this week in the Campong 
Glam district, between two secret societies, the Old Ghee Hin and 
the Ghee Kee Kongsees, in which several men were wounded and 
one killed ; another has since been found dead in a house, having 
died from his wounds, The police are endeavouring to put the 
riot down without outside assistance, and have so far succeeded 
that there has been no fighting for the past two days. There 
have been large seizures of arms, consisting of spears, pointed 
poles, and sharp-cutting spades, found secreted in various houses, 
and one of the head men is in custody, while a number of others 
have been enrolled as special constables. There has been a large 
force of police on duty, about fifty of whom were under arms in 
the disturbed quarter. . 

The Rev. Canon Beckles, of St. Andrew’s Cathedral, has been 
ordered home by his medical adviser,’ and took passage, with his 
family, for London by the steamer Drummond Castle. He will 
be replaced by the Rev. Mr. Hose from Malacca, and the Rev. 
Mr. Dingley, colonial chaplain here, will go to Malacca to fill Mr. 
Hose’s pulpit. His Lor ys Bishop Chambers is also here at 
pens having come from Sarawak by the steamer Royalist on

A letter from Malacca says :—The coroner’s inquest on the body 
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of the European lady who died here last month was concluded last 
Tuesday, when the jurors, after hearing the evidence, returned a 
vetdict of “ Wilful Murder” against the Chinese servant, who was 
previously arrested on suspicion of having administered poison to 
the deceased. Fuller particulars regarding this somewhat mys- 
terious case I will poll you when it comes on for trial before the 
sitting magistrate. :

The Government advertises contract for various supplies for the 
ensuing year, and the advertisement is solemnly repeated three 
times. A competitive examination for three Government scholar- 
ships, value $120, $60, and $30, will take place in the Colonial 
Secretary’s office, and the Lieutenant-Governor’s offices, on Fri- 
day, Saturday, and Monday, the 20th, 21st, and 23rd instant. 
Only pupils of Straits’ schools for twelve months can compete. 
The scholarships are tenable for a year. Competitors will be 
examined upon English grammar, geography, English history, 
and dictation. 

The Sarawak steamer Hoyalist started for a mp round the 
Island, for the purpose of giving the Sarawak (Sadong) coal a 
thorough trial. The surface sample was brought from the Sadong 
coal district, which the Sarawak Government is about to work, 
and rails are now being laid down to the shipping wharf. The 
Lingga coal seams are situated about twenty miles by water from 
Sadong, and all who have reported on the Lingga coal pronounce 
it to be superior to Sadong. The Lingga seams are still untouched, 
and in the event of any company being formed, this coal district 
would offer the best field for operations. The report of the trial 
of Sadong coal is very satisfactory, and by all accounts it is equal 
in quality to the average for sale in Singapore.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—A fair business had been done in Grey Shirtings, but 
rates closed scarcely so firm. In Yarns a large bueiness had been 
done in the low numbera whilst the higher counts had been compara- 
tively neglected. Mousselines and Tarkey Reds had had considerable 
attention. T-Clotha and Grey Drills were dull. Blankets continued 
weak. Business in Metals had been brisk, and stocks hed been re- 
duced lower than for some months. Boiler Plates, and especially 
Sheet Iron had brought extreme rates. Nail Rods, Hoop and good 
assortments of Bar had alao realised high prices. Tin Platea were 
nominally worth $9.00 to $11.00 but there was not a box in the 
market. Quicksilver was worth $100 but the demand was limited. 

TIENTSIN.—The news from this port is of an unfavourable character. 
The near approach of the close of the season does not appear to have 
stimulated buyers, as prices were lower all round, stocks being ample 
for winter wants. The steamers had ceased running from Shanghai. 

Hanxow.—Advices report an inactive market for all Grey Cottons. 
7-lbs. Shirtings were quoted Ts. 1.70 to 1.73 per piece, and 8-lbs. 
Tig, 1.81 to 1.88 per piece. T-Cloths were unchanged, and very 
limited sales were reported of 7-lba at Tis. 1.30 to 1.32 per piece. 
Drills: 15 lbs., transactions had taken place at Tis. 3.10 to 3.174 per 
piece. In Fancy Cottons and Woollens there was nothing doing. 

CainKIANG.-—A fall in prices of Grey Shirtings and the fear of still 
lower rates, had caused a weaker tone in the market. A fair business 
had, however, been transacted in common chop 8} lbs. at Tia. 1.77 
to 1.79 per piece. T-Cloths: Operations had lately been almost en- 
tirely confined to 7 lbs. Mexicans ; good ordinary makes of which had 
been placed at Tis. 1.42 to 1.48 per piece. Drills were quieter, and 
prices were lower in sympathy with the Shanghai market. In Woollens 
there was very little doing. 

SHancHar.— Piece Goods: The market had continued li 
throughout the week, and we have again to report a most li 
business in textiles, whilat at the close there seemed to be little hope 
of any material improvement before the re-opening of the spring 
trade in February. Tientsin had been closed for the season, and Han- 
kow continued to be governed by the predominating characteristic of 
this market, the latest advices thence being to the full as despondent 
and unsatisfactory as it is possible to imagine. Grey Shirtings: 8} 
lbs., business small, but firmness of holders had established an advance 
on last quotations. Common Lie Eagle Chop Tis. 1.85, Dewhurst’s 
best goods Tls. 1.91 per piece ; this latter, however, was an exceptional 
transaction, and settled under special orders, as there were few pur- 
chasers of Dewhurat’s ordinary at Tis. 1.87 to 1.883, 7 lbs. moderate re- 
quest, and a farther decline submitted to. Common to best quality 
Tls. 1.66} to 1.70. 5,000 pieces Dewhurat’s J0 lbs. quitted at Tis. 2.45. 
T-Cloths : The position and {character of the market for these were 
alike unsatisfactory. Stocks were increasing, and there appeared to 
be no demand or outlet for them anywhere. Drills, again lower in 
value, and very difficult of sale. Jeans: Very dull and rates drooping. 
Woollens: Business had been on a trifling scale, the only sales having 
been 400 pieces Camlets at Tis. 15,90, and a few figured Orleans at 
Tis. 3.75 to 8.90, 
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stock figures up at abont 4,500 bales, and judging by the anxiety of 
dealers to realise, there is every probability of the total export 
exceeding 55,000 bales. 

Canton.—Telegrams from London, quoting the market as depressed 
and nominal, had had their effect at this port, and little or nothing 
had been done ; prices however remained unaltered. Settlements 
were only 20 bales for this mail, which with 100 sent forward by the 
French mail made a total of 120 bales for-the fortnight,ithere was 
considerably more than this however to be sent forward, composed of 
previously advised purchases.

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY—PAPERS ON JAPAN. 

A meeting of the Royal Geographical Society was held on the 13th 
inst. at the London University, Burlington-gardens, under tho presi- 
dency of General Sir H. C. Rawlinson, K.C.B. Amongst the audience 
were the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from 
Japan, Terashima Munenori, his secretary, and several Japanese atu- 
dents at the London University. Sir Harry Parkes and Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock were also present. 

In opening the proceedings the President, after a brief reference to 
Dr. Livingetone and to the Challenger surveying expedition, stated 
that the Japancse Envoy and the Secretary of Legation would at their 
next meeting be members of the socicty, and would be the first Ja- 

anese gentlemen who had become connected with it. An opinion 

ad prevailed in this country that Japan was a barbarous country, but 
suddenly it was found that it was not only not barbarous, but that it 
was, if not a formidable, certainly no mean competitor with all Euro- 
pean nations in arts and manufactures. Japan had within a few yearsin- 
troduced us to a new religion, a new language, and a new code of morals. 
She had made the most extraordinary etrides, and was atill making fur- 
therstrides, and he was only too happy to be able on that occasion to wel- 
come the Minister for Japan and his secretary as members of the society. 
He begged to suggest to the Minister that on his return to Japan— 
whenever that might be—he should ‘ake a leaf out of their book and 
institute a Royal Geographical Society in Japan. The secretary (Mr. 
Clement Markham) then read the principal portions of three papers 
relating to Travels in Japan. The first was a narrative of a journey 
from Kioto to Yedo, by Mr. CO. W. Laurence ; the second an ascent of 
Fojiyama, by Mr. J. H. Gubbins; and the third an account of a trip 
to Mushashi, by Mr. F. R. M’Clatchie. The topographical features of 
the districts visited were clearly illustrated by reference to a large and 
elaborately executed map of Japan. 


Tas Rev. James T. Lamont.—At the last meeting of the London 
Presbytery, the Rev. J. T. Lamont, of the Fnglish Presbyterian 
Church, Portsmouth, whose appointment we noticed in our last, placed 
the resignation of his charge in the hands of the court, through its 
Moderator, the Rev. Prof. Chalmers, in a letter in which he stated that 
he felt it to be his duty to accept an invitation to become the pastor 
of the English congregation of Union Church, Hong Kong, which had 
been for nearly thirty years under the care of the Rev. Dr. Legge. 
Professor Lorimer and several ministers expressed great regret at the 
prospect of losing to the Church at home the services of Mr. Lamont, 
whose promise as a student had been more than fulfilled during his 
short ministry at Portsmouth. A letter was read from the elders of 
the church at Portsmouth, intimating that with great reluctance they 
had acquiesced in Mr. Lamont's decision, but that they would grate- 
fully remember his eminently successful labours amongst them. 
The Presbytery further heard the statements of one of its mem- 

ms 2rs, H. M. Matheson, Esq., the well-known China merchant, as 
to the great importance of the sphere Mr. Lamont was called to occupy 
as successor to the distinguished missionary, Dr. Legge, and the im- 
portant services he would be able to render to the missionary servants 
of the Church in their passage through Hong Kong to their different 
places of labour, Whereupon the Preshytery accepted Mr. Lamont’s 
resignation ; and, after a few words of hearty acknowledgment by Mr. 
Lamont, of the kindness he had received from his professors, his con- 
gregation, and his brethren in the court, the Presbytery united in com- 
mending him and his work to the Lord, the prayers being led by the 
Rev. J. Thain Davidson. Mr. Lamont is, comparatively, a young man, 
and has been minister of the Presbyterian Church at Portsmouth about 
eighteen months. 


Mr. Samvri Rozerr Graves, M.P. for the borough of Liverpool, 
died suddenly on the 18th inst. The @eecaced gentleman, having 
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‘After midnight, in apparently good health. Early in the morning, 


dined on the 17th with the Duke of Sutherland at Stafford House, ' 


retuned to the Euston Hotel, where he had been staying, shortly 
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eeling ill, he rang up the night porter, and sent for a friend, Mr. 
Beazley, who was sleeping in the hotel, and in that gentleman’s pre- 
sence he soon after died. arly in life he enterrd on mercantile pur- 
suits, and in time became a merchant and shipowner on a larza 
ecale at Liverpool, where he acquired considerable Jocal in- 
fluence. In 1814 he was elected Mayor of that city; h:> 
was a director of the London and North-Western Railway, ‘a 
member of the Mersey Docks and Harbour Buourd, the Local 
Marine Board, the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, a directo: 
of the PacificSteam Navigation Company, Commodore of the Royal 
Mersey Yacht Club, and for some years chairman of the Liverpool 
Lloyd's and Shipownera Association. He was also a member of a 
Royal Commission appointed to inquire into the Management of 
Lights, Buoys, and Beacons. At the general election in 1865 he was 
chosen one of the members for Liverpool. In politics Mr. Graves in- 
scribed himself a Liberal Conscrvative. It may be specially mentioned, 
that having taken up the subject of cheaper postal charges for manu- 
script and printed matter other than letters, after he had made one 
motion from that point of view, his suggestions were in the following 
year adopted by the Government, and the system of halfpenny pos- 
tage and postcards established. The latest questions which he adopted 
and brought before the consideration of the Legislature were those of 
the condition of the shipping interest and of local light dues, on 
which he had promised to renew s motion in the coming session. At 
the election of 1868 he was for the second time returned a representa- 
tive for Liverpool, at the head of the poll; having received 16,766 
votes—the largest number ever recorded for any borougn member. 


Entomo.ocicaL Specrmexs FROM JAPAN.—At the last meeting of 
the Entomological Society Mr. M‘Lachlan exhibited a collection of 
coloured figures of the transformations of twenty-one species of 
Japnnese Sphingides, beautifully executed by a native artist, under 
the direction of Mr. G. Lewis, long resident in Japan. Dr, Sharp 
communicated a paper on the water-beetles of Japan, in which he 
mentioned that, although there were many European species oc- 
curring in the Japanese Islands, yet there was also a considerable ad- 
mixture of Asiatic forms. This was followed by a paper by Mr. 
Wollaston, “ On the Cossonidse of Japan.’””’ He remarked that the 
ordinary Enropean types of that family do not prevail in Japan, but 
are represented by kindred, or representative, forms. Mr. Pascoe 
thought that the Fauna, like that of Madagascar, or New Zealand, 
might be considered as a satellite, which, while having many endemic 
forms, had yet much in common with the adjoining continent. Mr. 
Bates asked that judgment upon the question be suspended ; althongh 
many western European species were also found in Japan, the collec 
tive Faunas were quite different, and if they formed only one Faun. 
in common, the majority of the genera of the two regions ought to 
be the same, which, apparently, was not the cage. 


Tos “Datty News” Perna Corresponpence.—The special cor- 
respondent of the Daily News at Peking has forwarded another lett -r 
to that journal under date 5th November. He gives an account of 
some of the remarkable religious ceremonies which the young Em- 
peror of China was to perform on the 21st of Wecember. The two 
Empresses who acted as Regents during his minority will, he states, 
not finally relinquish power until the early part of this year. One of 
their last acts of authority was to issue an edict, calling upon the 
Astronomical Board to select a propitious day in the first moon of the 
new year on which his Majesty might formally ascend the throne. It 
was reported in Peking that the 23rd of February had been alzeted. 


Sm Harry Parxes.—The Rock of Friday says:—‘‘ Sir Harry 
Parkes was to sail this morning on his return to Japan in a Penin- 
sular and Oriental steamer, which will carry him direct through the 
Suez Canal to his destination. His departure will be universally re- 
gretted, as his courtesy and kindneas have gained him friends on 
every side. Besides being engaged to do his best to allay the dif—i- 
culties which besct missionary work in Japan, he is charged with the 
negotiation of Treaties between that country and no fewer than thir. 
teen European nations. Sir Harry Parkes is expected to be absent 
about four years. 


Tue screw-steamer Pearl, now loading in the East India Dock for 
Japan, was built by Messrs. Backhouse and Dixon, of Middlesborough, 
to the order of E. M. de Bussche, Esq. She has very fine lines and 
great power. and we believe is intended to load with the next season’s 
new teas. Her capacity is about 1,500 tons, and she is fitted with a 
spar deck, with three feet combings to the hatches. The Pearl is 
commanded by Captain Castle, late of the Sunfoo and Nymph, and 
she wili certainly put all competitors for the next tea season on their 
mettle.

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CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

Tue letter written by “A Japanese Student,” which will 
be found in another column under the above heading, fur- 
nishes us with an additional example of the wonderful facility 
with which natives of Japan learn to express themselves in 
foreign languages, and also of the truth of the saying that 
“a little knowledge is a very dangerous thing.” Of course 
much allowance must be made for people who have just 
emerged from a state of semi-civilisation, and some confusion 
of ideas must necessarily be expected from them—indeed it 
is passing strange that any Japanese statesman should have 
been able to keep his head at all clear in the whirl of reforms 
that has of late swept over the country. Butit is difficult to 
understand howa gentleman, the master of such excellent Eng- 
lish as the “Student ” writes, and professing such liberal and 
enlightened ideas, can implicitly believe in the divine descent 
of a Sovereign who has stepped down from the pedestal upon 
which his worshippers had placed him. 

In deprecating the introduction of Christianity into Japan 
the “ Student” argues that as the Mixapo, in virtue of his 
divine descent, claims loyalty and obedience as his due, it 
follows that those who dissent from the belief in his divine 
origin, “ proclaim by the very fact the relaxation or sever- 
“ance of their allegiance to the Government and the law. 
“ Hence,” he adds, “ it is that the profession of a strange 
‘religion has long been held in Japan to be an offence 
“punishable with death.” This is intelligible enough, 
and were the “Student” to take his stand upon this 
ground we should acknowledge his conclusions to be 
logical, whatever else we may think of them. But in 
the very same paragraph he reminds us that the presence of 
Buddhist communities has for centuries been tolerated in 
Japan without causing any detriment to the state, and he 
further takes care to explain that the early persecutions of 
the Christians, which he defends, are “ well-known to have 
“ been in no degree due to the religious opinions embraced by 
“ Christian converts.” Virtually, therefore, he abandons the 
ground that every one who does not believe in the divine 
origin of the Mrxkapo must necessarily be a rebel against his 
authority. What, then, is the ground of his hostility to the 
proselyting efforts of Christian missionaries in Japan? Pre- 
cisely the same which stirs up the opposition of Chinese 
literati and Thibetan Lamas against the preachers of Christi- 
anity.. In words which read like a translation of one of the 
numerous anti-Christian proclamations which have from time 
to time been made public in China, he tells us that “ thieves 
“and other ill-disposed persons, flying from merited 
“ punishment at the hands of justice,’ take “refuge 
“‘among the native Christians and profess themselves 
“converts, hoping that by this means they would 
“either be concealed or protected from their pur- 
“suers.” And again, “Even now the house or the 
“service of the missionary too often becomes a place of 
“refuge for criminals, who are thus assisted to escape the 
“ punishment due to their crimes.” The one simple auawer 
to this charge is—Let the Japanese Government point out a 
case where either a thief or other ill-disposed person has 
been protected by the missionaries against the native autho- 
rities, or where the house or service of the missionary has 
become a place of refuge for criminals, and they may rest us- 
sured that no Consul would defend his countryman from the 
punishment he would most justly deserve. But on such a 
very vague and indefinite accusation to declare, as tho 
“ Student” does, that it is necessary to “protect our soil 
“and our people against the perils incident to an invasion 
“ of missionaries,” shows either that the “ Student” knows 
very little of the subject on which he writes, or that the 
reforms in Japan have by no means accomplished the aims 
for which they were introduced, 
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THE TRADE REPORT OF SIAM. 

Tae Commercial Report of Mr. T. G. Knox, Her Masysty’s 
Consul General in Siam, for 1871 has just been published. 
Considering that Mr. Knox had prepared this document with” 
its accompanying tables and returns, and forwarded them to 
the Foreign-office on the 24th of April, 1872, the Foreign- 
office have suffered a period of some eight months to elapse 
between their receipt and their publication. It is of the very 
essence of the value of commercial reports that they should 
be as prompt as is consistent with accuracy, and we fail to 
see any valid reason why Mr. Knox's very interesting ac- 
count of the trade of Siam in 1871 should not have been 
in our hands before the beginning of 1873. 

Turning to the report, we find that the exports from Siam 
in 1871, though less than in the previous year, were much 
above the average of even the five preceding years. The rice 
crops suffered from want of rain, and the competition from 
Saigon—from the greater proximity of that port to China— 
was seriously felt. Tho existence of telegraphic communi- 
cation between Hong Kong and Saigon was another advan- 
tage which the latter port had over Bangkok ; and the 
abolition of the corvée system, leaving all the inbabitants 
free to work for themselves, was also a benefit to Saigon, 
which was not introduced into Siam. One of these dis- 
advantages was expected to be remedied by the erection of 
a wire between Bangkok and Penang ; aud even the aboli- 
tion of the corvée system is regarded as merely a question 
of time. Mr. Knox says “there is little doubt that what 
“most Europeans are pleased to call the inberent laziness 
“ of the Siamese is merely the natural effect of making man 
“ labour without any reward or seeming benefit to himself. 
“ Numbers of Siamese are now iu the habit of compounding 
“ for the three months’ labour due to their lords, and work- 
“ing with Europeans throughout the year.” 

If the export of rice does not continue to progress, which 
seems unlikely until this system of forced labour is done 
away with, the production of sugar promises to be largely 
extended. The Indo-Chinese Company's estate, in which 
steam ploughs had been introduced, was brought under cul- 
tivation at less than half the cost of hand labour. The cane 
which this company planted in Deccmber, 1870, gave at 
least ten per cent. of saccharine as against 74 per cent. of 
the cane planted in March, in consequence of the deeper 
cultivation of the steam-ploughs, and the cane being fully 
twelve months in the ground. The principal figures in the 
report are as follows. The direct trade in British vessels from 
and to Great Britain and British Colonies employed 69 vessele 
with tonnage 25,819. The indirect or carrying trade in Bri- 
tish vessels to other countries employed 12 vessels with 
tonnage 2,592. The total of foreign shipping engaged in 
the indirect trade was 115, of which 54 were North German. 
The total exports for the year valued $5,952,639. The total 
imports were $4,509,461. Of the latter White Shirtings 
made $201,624 ; Grey, $309,902 ; Woollens, $32,000; Ma- 
chinery, $176,000; Silk Piece Goods, $218,271 ; Opium, 
256,135 ; aud Gold Leaf, $264,331.

“eKien-lung. The Commissioners declared that unless he were willing 
to perform the kotow he could never gaze on the “sacred countenance,” 
and he aa positively asserted that sooncr than perform an act so de- 
rogatory to the dignity of his Sovereign, he waa willing to forego the 
honour of entering the Imperial presence. Notwithstanding the dead- 
lock thus apparently arrived at, the ambassador was allowed to proceed 
to Yuen-ming-yuen, where, however, he was urged to practise the 
kotow before the vacant throne, preparatory to his reception by the 
Emperor at Jehol. Many discussions ensued, and at length Lord 
Macartney expressed his willingness to present himself before his Im- 
perial Majesty in the manner proposcd, provided that a Chinaman of 
equal rank with himself would perform similar prostration before a 
portrait of his master King George III. This proposal was favourably 
received at the time, but had not been definitely accepted when the am- 
bassador arrived at Jehol. Here the whole point of dispute was rovived, 
but Lord Macartney, bearing in mind the contemptuous dismiesal of the 
Dutch ambassador who, having once yielded the point, was called 
upon to kotow thirty times during his short stay at Peking, and was 
then ordered off without the least promise of any favour, remained 
firm to the proposal he had made. It was now the Chinaman’s turn 
to refuse to pay such servile homage to a foreign Sovereign, and at 
length, after many interviews, it was arranged that the ambassador 
should perform in the presence of the Emperor the same respectful 
obeisance which he was in the habit of making before his own Sove- 
reign. On the morning appointed for his reception Lord Macartney 
was conducted before dawn to a tent in the Imperial grounds, and 
just as the sun was about to rise the Emperor Kien-lung appeared in 
the distance, preceded by a banc and a number of beralds, whose duty 
it appeared to be to proclaim aloud his many virtues. On arriving at 
the tent, his Imperial Majeety ascended the throne, towards which 
Lord Macartney was led, and then, in the words of Sir George 
Staunton, ‘‘the ambassador, instructed by the President of the tri- 
bunal of rites, held his large and magnificent square box of gold 
adorned with jewels, in which was enclosed his Majesty’s letter to the 
Emperor, between both hands lifted above hia head, and in that 
manner ascended the few steps that led to the throne, and, bending 
on one knee, presented the box with a short address to his Imperial 
Majesty.” Subsequently, on several occasions, both at Jehol and 
Peking, Lord Macartney had interviews of a Jess formal nature with 
the Emperor, ut all of which the favourable impression he had at firat 
formed of the liberality of his views, his kindly demeanour, and his 
acute sagacity were fully confirmed. 

Unfortunately the year 1795 witnessed the close of a reign which, 
having extended overa period of sixty years, had been marked by a 
continuance of national prosperity which has rarely been surpassed in 
the annala of China. At a ripe old age the Emperor Kien-lung was 
gathered to his fathers, and Kea-king, his son, reigned in his stead. 
Time soon proved that the young Emperor waa no worthy successor of 
his illustrious father. He is described as having been capricious, 
weak, and timid. Under his rule the empire spcedily fell into disor- 
der, and civil commotion broke out on all sides, disturbing the peace 
of the country and endangering even his life and throne. It was while 
the nation was still distracted by internal discord that, in 1816, a second 
ambassador, Lord Amherat, arrived at Tientsin on his way to the capi- 
tal. Here he was met by Chinese Commissioners, whose sole endea- 
vours were directed to cajoling him into a promise to perform the kotow 
before the Emperor. All sorts of artifices were employed to induce him 
to commit himself to this courae. He was invited to a feast provided 
by the Emperor in the hope that being brought face to face with the 
difficulty, he might be led to follow the example of the mandarins, 
and to kotow before the table as though the Emperor were present. 
But the Commissioners were disappointed, for Lord Amherst refused 
to do more than bow before the table as often as the mandarins pro- 
strated themselves. Subsequently, however, he offered to perform the 
kotow on being presented to the Emperor, on condition that an edict 
should be issued declaring that any Chinese ambassador who might at 
avy future time appear at the English Court should do likewise. This 
proposition was held to be quite inadmissible by the Chinese; but 
on his further agreeing to make one genuflection and three bows 
thrice repeated he was allowed to proceed to Yuenming-yuen, where 
he had no sooner arrived than he was rudely ordered to wait upon the 
Emperor, evidently with the intention of forcing him, in the confu- 
sion and haste arising from such a hurried proceeding, to overstep the 
limits he had prescribed for himself. But weary, travel-stained, and 
ill, he refused the unceremonious invitation, and was, in consequence, 
peremptorily dismissed from the capital. 

Thus ended the second of our two pre-treaty embassies to China, 
and it was not until 1860 that the audience question again seriously 
obtruded itself. In that year Lord Elgin was sent to Peking to ratify 

. the treaty made by himin 1858, and to present an autograph letter 
from the Queen to the Emperor Hienfung. His arrival at Tien-tsin 
was the signal for the repetition of the same arguments on the subject 
of his presentation to the Emperor as had wearied Lord Macartney 
and Lord Amherst. But times were changed, and the Chinese Com- 
missioners were given plainly io understand that the English Am- 
bassador would perform no obeisance in the presence of the Emperor 
which might be deemed derogatory to the dignity of the Sovereign he 
represented. This answer was most unpalatable to the Chinese, and 
the refusal of Sir Harry Parkes a few days afterwards at Tungchow to 
enter further into the question led to the outbreak of hostilitics, 
which resulted in the capture and imprisonment of himself and his 
companions. On this point Sir Warry Parkes’s narrative of his 
capture (Parliamentary Papers, 1861) ia conclusive. On discovering 
the treacherous movement of the Chinese troops which was to cut him 
and those with him off from the allicd armies, he tells us that he re- 
turned to the Commissioners at Tungchow and expostulated with them 
on their conduct, remarking, “I thought that peace had been deter- 
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‘* We do not think so,” replied the Commissioners. “ You have left 
one very essential point unsettled—that of audience.” And later, 
when he was dragged before Prince Sangkolinsin, the first words the 
Prince addressed to him were— Why did you not agree yesterday to 
settle the audience question?”’ 

Some further light is thrown on the views held by the Emperor 
Hienfung on this subject by the terms of an Imperial edict, which ap- 
peared in answer toan application for an audience preferred by Mr. Ward, 
the American Ambassador, who had submitted in 1859 to be smuggled 
into Peking in the most undignified manner, in the hope that byso doing 
he might reap some political advantage. ‘ We have,’ so runs this 
document, “ this day perased the reply of the American barbarian to 
the communication of Kwei-Liang and his colleaguea. (It shows that) 
in the matter of their presentation at Court nothing more can be done 
to bring them to reason. Besides, these barbarians, by their aver- 
ment that their respect for his Majesty is the same as that they feel for 
their Pih-li-si-tien-teh (President), just places China on a par with 
the barbarians of the south and east, an arrogation of greatness which 
is simply ridiculous.” In 1861 the Emperor Hienfung died, and his 
son, a child of eight years old, succeeded to thethrone. Taking ad- 
vantage of the tender years of his Majesty Tungchi, Prince Kung and 
his associates have hitherto succeeded in shelving the question when- 
ever it has been touched upon by the foreign Ministera at Peking. 
And thus the matter rests at present. 

One point is brought into prominence ia the above sketch which is 
worthy of note, and that is that practically on the question of audience 
a wider latitude is allowed the Emperor for the exercise of his own 
individual will than the Chinese officials are now willing to acknow- 
ledge. As we have seen, the Emperor Kien-lung demanded from 
Lord Macartney no more ceremony than that which is usually per- 
formed by subjects of European States before their Sovereigns ; while, 
on the other hand, his successor rudely and peremptorily dismissed 
Lord Amherst for refusing to kotow before him, and Hienfung pré- 
ferred rather to renew hostilities, even after the inferiority of his own 
troops had been decisively proved at Sinho and Takoo, than yield the 
point. It now only remains to be seen what course the young Em- 
peror will choose to adopt. In an edict recently published by the 
Dowager Empreases, announcing his approaching assumption of power, 
it was stated that it was his intention to follow the example of his 
ancestors. 


CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

We think that the “ Japanese Student” has done an injury to the 
repute of his countrymen aud the goodwill now borne by Western 
nations to them. Zhe Times has committed the worse mistake by 
giving it publicity :-— 

TO THE EDITOR OP THE TIMES. 

Sr1n,—The subject of the succcsses and the failures attendant upon 
Christian Missions is one which has lately been rendered prominent in 
The Times. The hopes and the fears of the dignitarics of the National 
Church have found expression in a special religious service, and the 
experience of missionaries themselves, as well as that of other English- 
men who have resided near missionary stations, has been fully set forth 
in the letters of your correspondents. May I, as a native of one of the 
countries to which missionary enterprise is directed, and as a professor 
of an ancient faith which your missionaries seek to overturn, crave a 
brief hearing while I endeavour to explain the light in which these 
endeavours are regarded among my own people, and especially among 
those who are invested with authority, and who are therefore respoo- 
sible for the peace of the community and for the well-being of the 
State? 

Tho national religion of Japan differs from every form of Christianity 
in this easential particular—that its tenets form the basis of the alle- 
giance due from the subject to the Sovereign. We hold that the Mi- 
kado is of Divine descent ; and it is by virtue of this descent that he 
claims loyalty and obedience as his due. Our temples and our acts of 
worship rest upon this foundation, and are the expressions of this be- 
lief; and those who openly dissent from it proclaim by the very fact 
the relaxation or severance of their allegiance to the Government and 
the law. Hence it is that the profession of a strange religion has long 
been held in Japan to be an offence punishable by death ; and our his- 
tory teaches us that there has been good reason for so regarding it. 
The first ‘* persecutton ” of Christianity in Japan is well known to have 
been in no degree due to the rcligivus opinions embraced by Christian 
converts, but solely tu the political attitude which they assumed, and 
to the designs for the subversion of constituted authorities which they 
were proved to entertain. The punishments to which they were sub- 
jected had the effect of repressing the evils which had arisen ; and 
then, on the part of the Japanese, there was no wish to make inquisi- 
tion into the secrets of men’s hearts. For a long period a colony of 
native Christians has existed in the country, and has been tolerated, 
just as Buddhists have been tolerated, on the implied condition that 
its members should obcy the law, and should refrain from insulting 
the religion of the State. 

Tho recent opening of Japanese ports to every European nation, the 
introduction of the arts and sciences of the West, and the changes 
which have at the same time been made in the forms of government 
have naturally tended to unsettle the minds of the more ignvrant 
among tho native inhabitants, and to load them to expect still greater 
changes in time to comc. The Japanese rulers, following a liberal and 
enlightened policy, have permitted to foreign residents the free exercise 
of their own religions, whatever they may be, and the ministers brought 
to the country by reason of this concession, together with others de- 
spatched for the especial purpose, have begun preaching Christianity 
with a zcal not always tempered by discretion. Their efforts were, of 
course, first directed to the native Christian community, the members of 
which, encouraged by the external support promised to them by 
the missionaries, proceeded ostentatiously to disavow the native reli- 
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gion, and thus to render themselves violators of a primary law of 
their country, and amenable to the penalty of death which it pre- 
scribes. For a time, no notice was taken of these persons; but 
before long the spectacle of an open violation of the law, coin- 
mitted with impunity, commended itsclf to the attention of those 
who wished to break other laws also, including many which 
right-minded Western Christians themselves hold to be binding. 
In the firat place, thore were men wh» forsook honest industry and the 
tillage of their farms, in order to roam about the country, professing to 
teach the new doctrines to old women and girls, and living by such con- 
tributions as they could levy upon those who heard them. Then thieves 
and other ill-disposed persons, flying from merited punishment at the 
hands of justice, took refuge among the native Christians, and professed 
themselves converts, hoping that by this means they would either be 
concealed or protected from their pursuers. Such new comers were not 
long before they corrupted those among whom they came, stirring them 
up to revile the native religion, and to commit acts of sacrilege by in- 
sulting the emblems of its worship, manifestly with the idea of pledging 
their protectors beyond recall toa position of hostility tothe law. A 
time soon came when the rulers of the country could no longer shut 
their eyes to the disorders which were imminent, or permit the un- 
checked increaso of a colony which threatened to degenerate into an 
assemblage of malefactors, and to become a centre of organised resist- 
ance to the Government. It was a large concession to the weakness 
and ignorance of misguided men when these native Christians, instead 
of suffering the penalties they had provoked, were removed from their 
former homes at Urakami, and so dispersed over the country that their 
numbers could not lead them to commit acts of insurrection or enable 
them to afford shelter to fugitives from justice. 

It may seem a strange thing, Sir, to the zealous propagators of Chris- 
tianity, but it is nevertheless a fact that the native religion is one to 
which the Japanese people are profoundly attached, and with some 
jastification from experience. Under its influence they and their an- 
cestors have lived for two thousand years in, at least, as much peace 
and prosperity as has fallen to the lot of Christendom ; and its tenets 
are inseparably bound up with the foundations of their civil government. 
With you “Church and State” is a phrase; with us it is a living 
reality. Those of us who visit the West sce much to admire in Chris- 
tianity ; but those who remain at home have often a different experi- 
ence, founded on many representatives of the religion who come to us 
both from California and from Europe, and whe coald well be spared 
from our seaports. Nothwithatanding these p-ople, and notwithstand- 
ing that those who stay at home are gcnerally the beat exponents of 
popular feeling, the Japanese will welcome <hristianity in many of its 
forms. They will welcome it as it pervades your literature, your science, 
and your art, and in every phase in which it tends to promote peace on 
earth and goodwill among men. But we protest, and protest strongly, 
against the invasion of our country by missionaries, often ignorant and 
blundering persons, liable to be imposed upon by every cunningly de- 
vised fable which comes to them from pretenced converts, and cager to 
support such converts by all the moral and mutcrial forces of the West. 
Even now the house or the service of the missionary too often becomes 
a place of refuge for criminals, who are there assisted to escape the 
punishment due to their crimes. We must protect our soil and our 
people against the perils incident to such an invasion as this ; and we 
say, in the meanwhile,—Let the Christians who come among us teach 
our better classes by their example, and they may thus open to themselves 
a way for converting our poor by precept.—I am, Sir, your obedicnt ser- 
vant, A JAPANESE STUDENT.

tianity. So here the canse of Evangelical truth is on the horns of a 
dilemma, and I do not know that any one can lift it off from them 20 
well as the Japanese student himself and his friends, 

In England these gentlemen see what we are, and what is the value 
of what we believe. Will they take on themgelves the exalted office of 
reforming and instructing their countrymen ? 

Our missionary societies will be only too glad to divert their labours 


to other lands and to point out to the natives of these lands the glorious | 


example of Japan. Until Japan is evangelised by her own people, 
reason and conscience seem to justify us in trying to evanyelise her 
ourselves, availing ourselves thankfully of such warnings and hints as 
are supplied by your correspondent and by other thinking men visitors 
among us from his native land.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, 
Jan, 15.

But when “A Japancse Student” says that the 
native religion is one to which the Japanese people are profoundly 
attached, I tvould ask, what is the native religion? Has Buddhism 
not existed in the country for centuries, and is it not more entitled to 
be called the religion of the people than Shintooism, or the religion of 
the Mikado? Inthe reign of the Tokugawa family, did not the Ty- 
coons and a great part of the Empire adopt Buddhism? And now, 
although forbidden by an Imperial edict, do not the people generally 
still retain their belief in it? Have not the largest and flucst temples, 
and the idols held in greatest veneration in Japan, been erected for the 
worship of Buddha? And, although the religion of the Mikado, has 
Shintooism taken any but a very small hold upon the minds of the 
people? Buddhism gives no allegiance to the Mikado, but as “A 
Japanese Student ” states, has been tolerated on the implied condition 
that its members should obey the law and should retrain from insulting 
the religion of the State. May I ask again, is there anything to prevent 
Christianity from beiny introduced on the same understanding ? 

Your correspondent is also, no doubt, correct iu stating that the com. 
munities of native Christians were the receptacle and hiding-place for 
thieves and other bad characters, and that ‘‘ the houses of the mission- 
aries became places of refuge for criminals, who were there assisted to 
escape the punishment due to their crimes.” But he aleo tells us that 
all converts to Christianity were, by the law of the country, criminals 
subject to the punishment of death. They were thus forced into exile 
and seclusion, were shunned by their relatives and friends, and looked 
upon as guilty of far greater misdemeanours than the thieves and other 
criminals of which he speaks, But remove this condition and tolerate 
Christianity, as Buddhism was tolerated, and there need be no doubt 
that these objections to its spread will also be removed. 

Japan has been undergoing such rapid and wonderful change that 
there need be no surprise if, on the return of the Embassy recently in 
London, full freedom of religious conviction was granted to the peuple. 
But those Christians who undertake the task of conversion must work 
with more respect and consideration for the desires of the Government, 
and much more tact, discretion and judgment than has hitherto been 
their wont, if they expect to make any substantial prozress.—I am, Sir,

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BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE BOWLES BROS. 

On the 8th inst. a sitting in this case was held before Registrar 
Roche for the proof of debts and the choice of a trustee to the estate. 
The firm consisted of five partners, Messrs. Charles Stetson Peabody 
Bowles, Robert Caldwell Mackey Bowles, William Burrows Bowles, 
Henry Cushing Stetson, and Nathan Appleton. It will be remem- 
bered that a petition for liquidation had been filed which fell to the 
ground, and adjudication followed upon the petition of Mr. Patrick 
Neill, of Jersey, a creditor for £1,066 7s. 5d., money advanced for 
investing purposes. The solicitor to the proceedings stated that the 
bankrupts had carried on business as American bankers, at 449, 
Strand, for the last two or three years, and had up to the time of the 
stoppage in November last incurred liabilities to the amount of 
£83,000. Against this there were as-ets, consisting of bills becoming 
payable, £3,000, and also a debit balance of £36,000 to an account 
standing in the name of Charles Bowles, asa trustee. The ‘Paris 
house was in liquidation, also the New York house, and, it was believed, 
the branch at Boston. Messrs. Keith and Sullivan, the managers of 
the London firm, had absconded, having some £7,000 in their posses- 
sion. There was a large attendance of creditors, whose united claimg 
proved against the estate amounted to £10,000. A resolution was 
then passed appointing Mr.John Young, public accountant, of Token- 
house-yard, trustee; with Sir Antonio Brady, Mr. Cook, the well- 
known excuraion agent, of Flect-street, and Mr. A. R. Scott, of Bond- 
street, as a committee of inspection. 

The Registrar confirmed the appointment, and fixed the public ex- 
amination for the 11th of March. 

IN RF B. POWELL SFARE AND Co, 

The ease of Messrs. B. P.Seare and Co. came before the Court on 
the 13th inst. The debtors carried on business in Lendon as Seare 
and Co., and in Shanghai as Essex and Co., and they presented their 
petition for liquidation, with joint liabilities estimated at £150,000, 
and assets £147,000, comprising silk and other goods deposited with 
creditors and a balance of £600 cash at bankers. The frilure was 
stated to he attributable to general depression in the silk trade. Ap- 
plication was made for the appointment of a receiver and for an interim 
injunction staying proee-dings which were pending at the suit of the 
London and South-Western Bank and the Patent Cork Company 
(Limited). It was stated that certain portions of the property were 
not covered by the securities, and that a consiterable surp!us would 
be available therefrom for the creditors. It was urged that no pro- 
ceedings should be taken adversely to the intercats of the general body 
of creditors. 

The Regiatrar appointed Mr. Waddell, accountant, recviver of the 
estate, and granted an interim injunction. 

IN RE A. VIVANTI. 

A petition for liquidation, by arrangement or composition, has been 
‘ filed by Anselmo Vivanti, described as of Jefferys equare, St. Mary- 
axe, City, silk merchant, trading as A. Vivanti und Co. The debtor 
/ was heavily engaved io the silk trade, and his liabilities are returned 
| at £616,307, but it is stated that most of the creditors are secured, 
either by produce or bills. The assets, including such portions as are 
in the hands of creditors, are of the estimated value of £500,000. 
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=#he applications for the Japanese Loan of £2,400,000, to 
which we alluded in our last issue, are stated to have exceeded 
several times the amount required. The price is quoted at 2 pm. 

The directors of the Eastern Telegraph Company have issued 
their report for the past half-year. The disposable balance 
amounts to £132,901 5s. 10d. Two interim dividends of 14 per 
cent, each have already been paid, which absorbed $101,910, 
leaving the sum of £30,991 5s. 10d. to be carried forward for 
Appropriation at the end of the financial year, ending the 31st 

arch next. It is also stated that the 30,000 unissued shares 
offered to the existing shareholders have been fully subscribed. 
The manufacture of the Falmouth and Lisbon duplicate cable by 
the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company is being 
rapidly proceeded with, and it is anticipated that the line will be 
laid and in working order by the first day of July next. 


Messrs. B. Powell Seare and Oo., silk merchants, of Great 
Winchester-street-buildings, London, have filed a petition in the 
Bankruptcy Court for liquidation, and included their Shanghai 
firm of Essex and Co. ‘he liabilities are stated’to be £150,000, 
the main portion of which is covered by the security of silk. Mr. 
Anselmo Vivanti, silk merchant, trading as A. Vivanti and Co., 
has also filed o petition for liquidation. The liabilities are re- 
turned at £616,307, and the assets at £500,000. Two small 
dealers have also stopped, and their transactions being very dis- 
creditable, there are wild rumours about “ the utter rottenness ” 
of the trade, which are unfounded. Bevond the firms named and 
that of Drakeford and Co., on whom Wright, Burkill, and Co., of 
Shanghai, draw, the trade is not disorganised. Vivanti, Drake- 
ford, and Seare were closely connected. 


Another failure is that of Messrs. Heitz and Devéze, a very re. 
spectable firm, with direct relations with China. The house also had 
branches at Lyons and Marseilles, but the latter was discontinued 
in 1871, The liabilities range between £300,000 and £400,000, 
the whole of which, however, are secured, except £20,000 to 
£30,000. At present no reliable estimate can be formed respect- 
ing the probable result of the liquidation, Annexed is the cir. 
cular announcing the stoppage :— 

**Gentlemen,—We are extremely sorry to inform you that, owing to 
losses on produce and to disappointment in remittances from abroad, 
we are obliged to suspend payment. Our books have been placed in the 
hands of Mesers, Bagshaw, Wescott, and Johnson, of 35, Coleman- 
street, E.C., who will prepare a statement of our affuira to be submitted 
to our creditors at the carliest possible date. Soliciting your forbearance 
in the meantime—We are, Gentlemen, yours faithfully,—Hgrrz and 
DEvEzE.”

101 E., which lasted from the 8th to the 10th Nov., during which her 
hull was mach strained, and she made 11 inches of water per hour; 
she is discharging her cargo, and would be surveyed.
